Your refuge-room $s your firat line 
of defence because o respirator can~ 
not protect the other parts of your 
body from dangerous ‘liquids, such 
as ‘mustard ‘gas", These liquid 
“gases” need the most rigorous 
precautions, because they continue to 
be dangerous long after they have 
tbeen dropped. The vapour as well 
aa the liquid affects the sidn of parts 
of the body not protected by the 
resplrator. Remember, too, that by 
staying In a refuge-room you have 
some protection against fying splin- 
ters and debris, as well ag additional 
protection against gas.
